Campaigner sends alternative scheme to protect vital service 



Keep The Horton General protesters fighting to maintain services at tBanbury's maternity unit 


NEW PLAN FOR 
MATERNITY UNIT 


A CAMPAIGNER is hoping an al¬ 
ternative plan will save the threat¬ 
ened maternity services at Horton 
General Hospital. 

Val Ingram, one of the driving forces 
behind campaign group, Keep the Hor¬ 
ton General, has sent an alternative 
proposal to stop the impending down¬ 
grades at the maternity unit. 

She has contacted bosses at Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust to challenge its Contingency Plan 
that will see the unit reduce from a con¬ 
sultant-led to a midwife-led facility 

The trust’s measures mean mums at 
high risk will have to go to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford to give 
birth. OUH took the decision to down¬ 
grade the unit without any public con¬ 
sultation after it struggled to fill vacant 
posts, although it says the change would 
only be temporary. 

Mrs Ingram said: “I feel very passion¬ 
ate about keeping these services. There 
is a serious risk to life, childbirth is not 
textbook, it can be extremely compli¬ 
cated. These measures, particularly the 
transport issues, have a lot of women 
concerned that they will lose their baby 
in the back of an ambulance.” 

Her proposals suggest having a caesar¬ 
ean service at the maternity theatre at

Horton will the service reductions are 
in place, which can be reviewed when 
the consultant-led unit is reinstated. 

The plan calls on changing the use of 
several of the rooms at the Horton. 

It reads: “There is an existing fully 
operational and functional maternity 
theatre at Horton negating the expense 
and short term upheaval of hiring and 
running a mobile operating theatre at 
the John Radcliffe as proposed in the 
contingency plan. 

“This proposal requires no expensive 
costs to be incurred for the movement 
of equipment or any relevant lengthy 
stock take process, as per the contin¬ 
gency plan to be undertaken.” 

The plan also proposes to retain sen¬ 
ior midwives trained to assist with 
caesareans. It adds: “Maintaining the 
majority of the midwifery staffing 
and all the maternity support workers 
at Horton to staff maternity theatre, 
the unit and post-natal ward will also 
negate the expense to be incurred by 
the trust for the petrol and travel ex¬ 
penses of staff who have been told 
will need to move to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, can claim. For some this is 


a forced 113-mile round trip per shift 
as opposed to a 70-mile round trip cur¬ 
rently.” 

Paul Brennan, director of clinical ser¬ 
vices at the trust, said he had received 
the plans to provide an elective caesar¬ 
ean section service for women at the 
Horton. He added: “We are discussing 
it with clinical, and most importantly 
obstetric specialists, to assess its fea¬ 
sibility. Patient safety will be our over¬ 
riding concern and once we have had 
a chance to assess the viability of this 
proposal, we will publish our response 
on our website.” 

The trust hopes to reverse the tempo¬ 
rary service changes by March 2017.

car accident of ordeal in armed raid

THE parents of 19-year-old Feme 
Campbell have paid tribute to their 
“beautiful, vibrant and loving” 
daughter after she died following a 
crash in Banbury. 

The teen was travelling on the 
A361 near Williamscote, just north 
of Banbury, when the silver Toyota 
Yaris she was in hit a tree on Mon¬ 
day, September 5. 

Thames Valley Police said the 
crash happened about 9.55am and 
Ms Campbell, who lived in North¬ 
amptonshire, later died from her 
injuries. 

Parents Peter and Ondine Camp¬ 
bell have issued a tribute through 
the police describing their pride to¬ 
wards Ms Campbell. 

It said: “As Feme’s parents, we 
wish to pay tribute to our only 
child: Our beautiful, vibrant and 
loving daughter. 

“She was our life and we were, and 
still are, immensely proud of her. 

“We ask that any parent reading 
these words will hold their child 
when next they see them and tell 
them how much they are loved.” 

Anyone with information regard¬ 
ing the collision is asked to contact 
police on 101. 


STAFF at a post office told yester¬ 
day how they feared for their lives 
after a robber threatened them with 
a gun and demanded cash. 

Elsie Allen and Nicola Birch were 
going about their work in 
Easington Post Office when Danny 
Walsh walked in and robbed them. 

Mrs Allen, 72, recounted the 
“frightening” ordeal after Walsh, 

25, was sentenced to six years 
behind bars at Oxford Crown Court. 

Mrs Allen, whose daughter Debra 
Dumbleton is the post mistress, 
said Walsh “got what he deserved”. 

She said he was “aggressive and 
abusive” during the raid on July 31. 

The grandmother-of-two, who was 
working with Ms Birch, 26, added: 
“It was very frightening. I’m 72 and 
that’s the second armed robbery 
here. It was not nice at all. 

“It was the young girl’s first one 
and I was so scared for her because 
she was the one he confronted when 
he came in.” 

Walsh entered the post office in 
Horton View, Banbury, at about 
3.20pm on Saturday, July 30. 

Mrs Allen, said she was in the 
secure area at the back of the shop 
and came out after hearing Walsh 
demanding the cash. 

She added: “He was not violent, he 
was just aggressive. I could hear 
this so I came running out from the 
secure area, thinking it was just an

“We could see his face. He made no 
attempt to cover himself up. I went 
rushing out and he was pointing the 
gun at Nicola.

“I think it’s possible he could have 
used it [the gun]. Nicola feels bad 
about giving him the money, but she 
did exactly the right thing. 

“If she had been stubborn and told 
him he was not having it, I really do

Walsh was also ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £170. 

Det Con Mark Personius said 
Walsh was an “extremely 
dangerous offender” who was 
arrested four days after the armed 
robbery in Brighton. 

Mrs Allen, of Middleton Cheney, 
thanked the “fantastic” customers 
who had rallied round in support of 
the post office. 

She added: “I absolutely love it 
here. We have had so many good 
wishes. There are a lot more good 
people in the world than bad people. 

“We are relieved. The police 
officers were brilliant. They were 
here within minutes and had the 
helicopter out and the armed 
officers. 

“The newspapers and media put 
out appeals for him, which I’m sure 
helped a great deal.”

Action plan 
gives extra 
protection 
to animals 

BATS, swifts and butterflies in 
North Oxfordshire are set to get ex¬ 
tra protection. 

Cherwell District Council’s execu¬ 
tive committee approved the 2016- 
2018 Corporate Biodiversity Action 
Plan on Monday. 

The authority will support educa¬ 
tion about biodiversity for children 
through its partnership with the 
Warriner School Farm; improve 
residents’ access to nature through 
its work with the local wildlife trust, 
and develop more detailed guidance 
for the protection and improvement 
of the natural world through the 
planning process. 

Councillor Tony Ilott, lead mem¬ 
ber for public protection, said the 
plan would give protected species 
extra security. 

“Having a diverse range of animal 
species in the district gives us more 
resilient ecosystems, more fertile 
soils and increased educational 
and recreational opportunities,” he 
said. 

“A healthy and stable natural en¬ 
vironment is vitally important to 
economic prosperity and the dis¬ 
trict’s desirability as a place to live, 
work and visit. 

“We have done good work to pro¬ 
tect the district’s wildlife in the past 
year. 

“Some recent highlights include 
the establishment of a third com¬ 
munity bat box project in the dis¬ 
trict, funding towards community 
engagement initiatives in the Wild 
Banbury project based in Spiceball 
Park, and maintaining up-to-date 
information about important habi¬ 
tats and species.” 

He said the purpose of the plan 
is to demonstrate the council’s 
compliance with its obligations to 
protect and improve the natural en¬ 
vironment under European and do¬ 
mestic law, and under the national 
planning policy framework.

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Mars castaway’s mission 
was way out of this world 

Volunteer spent a year simulating space conditions in dome

HE may have been cut off from the 
world for a year, but one Oxfordshire- 
born space engineer says it was worth 
missing out on 365 days on Earth as he 
bids to be one of the first to land on 
Mars. 

Andrzej Stewart spent a year in a 
cramped, inflatable dome in Hawaii 
to simulate what life would be life on 
Mars for astronauts. 

The 34-year-old was one of six volun¬ 
teers who returned to reality last week 
after 365 days away from outside world. 

And when asked if he would like to 
make the journey to the Red Plant, he 
replied: “absolutely”. 

Mr Stewart, 34, who was born in Ban¬ 
bury, said he found it strange coming 
back into normal life to find out how 
much he had missed. He added: “It’s 
really strange being isolated from your 
friends and family, the only people you 
see are your five mates. 

“You cannot speak to anyone on the 
outside, like the conversation we are 
having now would take days to happen. 

“The time absolutely flew by, but I do 
not know things on the planet that have 
happened over the last 12 months. 

“I’m coming back not knowing about 
the latest jokes, or what music is popu¬ 
lar - there have been cultural differ¬ 
ences.” 

Mr Stewart, who was largely brought 
up in the United States, was selected 
from a pool of “astronaut-like” can¬ 
didates and performed tasks such as 
geological field work and exercises in 
self-sufficiency 

The volunteers were paid just £12,000 
and survived on freeze-dried food, with 
their electronic communications to the 
outside world delayed by 20 minutes to 
replicate how long it would take to com¬ 
municate between Mars and Earth. 

The experiment was funded by Nasa 
and operated by the University of Ha¬ 
waii. Research focused on the behav¬ 
ioural and psychological effects of

long-duration isolation. It is hoped this 
will allow Nasa to tackle one of the big 
problems of sending humans deep into 
space- the ability of astronauts to get 
along together in a small environment 
for long periods of time. 

The space engineer said he managed 
to stay sane by drinking tea, eating 
Jammie Dodgers and playing guitar. 

He added the experiment was an op¬ 
portunity for him to gain vital experi¬ 
ence ahead of working in outer space. 

Mr Stewart said: “It’s really strange 
being isolated from your friends and 
family, the only people you see are your 


five mates. One thing I did like as a re¬ 
sult of the isolation was that we had the 
ability to focus completely on our job. 

“I didn’t hear about anything nega¬ 
tive, I heard nothing about wars or 
crime going on in the world. I could just 
focus on science.” 

“My wife also works for NASA so she 
totally understands why I would want 
to do this. It’s part of my goal. 

“Being in a simulator you get to try 
stuff that you may not in space. This 
project was a big driver for me to un¬ 
derstand what its like to be an astro¬ 
naut.”

A PURPLE carpet of beau¬ 
tiful blooms will sweep 
through Banbury next year 
thanks to the efforts of hun¬ 
dreds of locals aiming to 
beat polio for good. 

More than 40,000 crocuses are 
being planted in the town, co-or¬ 
dinated by the Banbury Rotary 
Club, to support Rotary’s nation¬ 
al ‘Purple4Polio’ fundraising 
initiative. 

Over the next 12 months the 
club will organise a host of 
events to raise funds and aware¬ 
ness of the deadly disease, 
which is now on the brink of 
eradication. 


Local president Owen Kyffin 
said: “As a club we have worked 
tirelessly to ensure that polio is 
eradicated. 

“With fewer cases being re¬ 
ported we believe we can end 
this disease forever. This has 
been the goal for 30 years and 
we’re determined to make this a 
success.” 

For the last three decades, Ro¬ 
tary has spearheaded efforts 
to raise cash for immunisation 
against polio, a virus often af¬ 
fecting children that can cause 
paralysis, deformities or death. 

This year Cherwell District 
Council, Banbury Town Council 
and local accountants firm Whit¬ 
ley Stimpson have funded the 
purchase of huge quantities of 
crocus corms - more than double 
the number planted in Banbury 
in previous years - that will be 
sown in the coming weeks. Eight 
local primaries are also growing 
12,000 flowers of their own. 

On Saturday, October 22 this 


year the club will host a market 
stall to mark World Polio Day, 
while ringers at the St Mary’s 
Church bell tower ring out a 
quarter peal. 

The following month hundreds 
of children from 28 primary 
schools will sing to support the 
international cause at St Mary’s 
Church. 

Then in March next year, just 
as the flowers begin to bloom, 
youngsters from the eight cro¬ 
cus-planting schools will sing 
their hearts out at two ‘Crocus 
Concerts’. 

In the first few years of the 
Banbury Crocus Concerts Pro¬ 
ject, sufficient money was raised 
to immunise almost 100,000 
children. Rotary International 
president Eve Conway said: 
“The world stands on the brink 
of an historic milestone and we 
must focus our efforts on the fi¬ 
nal push. Let’s join together to 
make history and end polio now 
and forever.”

Programme sees 
pupils aid causes

help community as part of

GONE are the days of na¬ 
tional service but that hasn’t 
stopped hundreds of pupils 
volunteering their summer 
holidays to give back to their 
community in Oxfordshire. 

It is not quite the compulsory 
compulsory military require¬ 
ment of the pre 1960s but the Na¬ 
tional Citizen Service has shown 
young people are more than will¬ 
ing to give up their free time to 
help raise money for good caus¬ 
es. 

This year’s class culminated in 
more than £30,000 being raised 
for local projects and charities 
including tackling homeless¬ 
ness, supporting cancer re¬ 
search and helping rescue ani¬ 
mals. 

NCS team leader Edward 
White said: “The scheme re¬ 
ally helps teenagers develop life 
skills outside the things they 
would usually learn at school. 

“The interpersonal skills such 
as talking to strangers, interact¬ 
ing with people outside their age 
groups and generating ideas and 
fundraising for the first time for 
many 

“The young people started 
with an adventure week at the 
Oxfordshire County Council 
Outdoor Learning Hill End Cen¬ 
tre where they were able to do 
things like rock climbing, with 
people they had just met. 

“It gets them out of their com¬ 
fort zone. 

“In weeks three and four they 



are split into groups to choose 
what causes they would like to 
support. They think up, plan and 
do everything for these last two 
weeks we are just there for sup¬ 
port.” 

The scheme prides itself on 
bringing together young people 
from diverse backgrounds and 
giving them new skills, as well 
as helping local charities. 

This year 614 teenagers from 
different parts of Oxfordshire 
and different schools took part 
and totalled 36,840 hours of vol¬ 
unteering all together. 

Young people were given the 
chance to spend two weeks 
camping, the next fortnight fun¬ 
draising for a charity of their 
own choice. 

Participant Jake Parkhouse, 
16, from Banbury said: “The first 
half was obviously more fun and 
enjoyable than the second half, 
I liked the rock climbing espe¬ 
cially and you got to meet lots of 
new people. 

“The second half was a lot of 
planning but it was worth it and 
I learnt how to deal with differ¬ 
ent people I would not necessar¬ 
ily mix with. 

“We did cakes sales, a 28-mile 
fundraiser, car wash and a fete 
which raised about £274 for vari¬ 



ous charities including Kather¬ 
ine House Hospice.” 

Overall the 614 graduates of 
this year’s scheme helped raise 
£30,745.64 to more than 40 Ox¬ 
fordshire causes and charities. 

NCS co-ordinator Ryan John¬ 
son said: “Oxfordshire County 
Council National Citizen Ser¬ 
vice Summer programme has 
been a huge success, with 614 
young people - aged 15-17 - suc¬ 
cessfully graduating from the 
programme. 

“This is a vast increase in de¬ 
livery numbers from our pilot 
back in 2012, when we delivered 
only 68 places. We are proud of 
all of the young people and their 
achievements this summer. 

“The young people took re¬ 
sponsibility for themselves and 
showed they can make a real dif¬ 
ference to issues effecting their 
communities.” 

Charis McCobb, 16, from Cum- 
nor added: “Our group decided 
we wanted to help the homeless 
and support cancer research 
also. We did a sponsored sleep 
out in town which was quite eye¬ 
opening.” 

The scheme is open to appli¬ 
cants for the Autumn program¬ 
mer in October, for more infor¬ 
mation see ncsyes.co.uk.

Community service is aiming to combat loneliness 


Expert warns 
of pressures 
on NHS staff 

A “COCKTAIL” of health issues is set 
to pile pressure on Oxfordshire’s pub¬ 
lic services. 

That is the warning from Dr Jona¬ 
than Me William, the county’s director 
of public health, who called for wide- 
ranging reforms. 

He said they were needed to cope 
with the ageing population, an influx 
of young families to new housing es¬ 
tates and rising obesity 

A failure to implement change would 
see Oxfordshire feel the impact harder 
than other areas because of its higher 
than average numbers of elderly peo¬ 
ple, his annual report found. 

Dr McWilliam said: “What we have 
got here is a cocktail of different fac¬ 
tors and at the same time there is still 
a squeeze on finances. When you put 
that all together, it means things can¬ 
not stay as they are. 

“And it cannot be a one size fits all 
solution, we will need different solu¬ 
tions for different parts of the county. 
Services need to be re-shaped across 
the board.” 

Preventative care and living more 
healthily were likely to become an 
economic necessity, he said, with more 
NHS services based in communities 
and a greater use of online technology. 

The annual report for the first time 
also examined young people’s mental 
health, which it said were as important 
as physical health problems. 

Dr McWilliam said mental health re¬ 
ferrals to Oxford Health continued to 
grow and the highest proportion were 
from teenagers. 


COMMUNITY groups have hailed a 
venture that hopes to combat 
loneliness by recruiting volunteers 
online. 

Three more good neighbour 
schemes are set to sign up this 
month to web platform Ami, which 
tackles social isolation, alongside six 


organisations that have already 
embraced the site. 

The website withami.co.uk lists 
people nearby who have been put 
forward by care organisations to get 
support - such as help with their 
shopping or a friendly face to talk to 
- and others can offer to help. 


Emily Lewis-Edwards, director of 
Community First Oxon, said: "We're 
using Ami to find more volunteer 
drivers for people who need lifts to 
hospital appointments or social 
engagements. 

"Spending a small amount of time 
helping someone to get out and 


about can make a huge difference to 
someone else's life." 

Sheila Furlong, director of 
loneliness charity The Archway 
Foundation, added: "We've already 
attracted more than double the 
number of volunteers we usually 
have by using it."

BRIDGET JONES’S BABY (15,123 

mins) Comedy/Romance. Renee

AS CREATIVE pregnancies go, 
Bridget Jones’s Baby has taken 
longer than most to come full- 
term. 

It’s been 12 years since Renee 
Zellweger adopted a near- 
flawless English accent to 
portray the hapless singleton in 
Bridget Jones: The Edge Of 
Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen 
Fielding has delivered a third 
novel, Bridget Jones: Mad About 
The Boy, but it’s her series of 
newspaper columns from more 
than a decade ago that fertilizes 
this haphazard, yet joyful 
stumble into motherhood. 

The third film throws a warm, 
affectionate and frequently 
hilarious baby shower for 
characters we’ve grown to love. 

“I’m trying not to think I’m 
past my sexual sell-by date,” 
laments Bridget, as she careens 
towards her 43rd birthday 
without a wedding ring on her 
finger. 

She works as a producer at 
Hard News alongside old boss 
Richard Finch (Neil Pearson) 
and newscaster pal Miranda 
(Sarah Solemani), who suggests 
a hedonistic girls-only weekend 
at a music festival. 

The gal pals descend on a 
muddy field, which Miranda 
pithily describes as “Sodom and 
Gomorrah... with tofu”. 

A late-night blunder into the 
wrong yurt leads to a 
spontaneous coupling with a 
handsome American love guru 
called Jack Quant (Patrick 
Dempsey). A few days later, 
Bridget is powerless to resist the 
silky charms of old flame Mark 
Darcy (Firth), who is separating 
from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work 
confirms that Bridget is about to 
gain weight. If only she knew 
who was the father... 


In Bridget Jones’s Baby, 
Zellweger slips back into the 
title role with ease, oozing 
lovability, fragility and regret as 
she wonders how to broach the 
subject of paternity with her 
two suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are 
attractive rivals for Bridget’s 
affections and the script keeps 
us guessing as long as possible 
about the course of true love.

IT MIGHT have taken him until 
his autumn years, but Bryan 
Cranston is finally enjoying the 
recognition he deserves 
following his overdue 
breakthrough role as Walter 
White in the TV phenomenon 
Breaking Bad. 

The actor, who was nominated 
for an Oscar for his role in 
Trumbo, is mesmerising to 
watch on screen, so eyes remain 
fully focused on the action in 
The Infiltrator, directed by Brad 
Furman, as Cranston’s in almost 
every scene. 

In this Eighties-set drama, he 
plays Robert Mazur, a mild- 
mannered family man and 
federal agent who realises that, 
if they’re ever going to make a 
dent in the world of drug 
trafficking, they have to switch 
tack and go after the money 
rather than those doing the 
small-time drug deals. 

Based on Mazur’s memoirs, it 
details his transformation into 
‘Bob Musella’, the larger-than- 
life businessman he creates in 
order to infiltrate the drugs 
world by offering to launder 
millions of pounds through legit 
investments. 

Not only is he going after 
kingpin Pablo Escobar’s 
Colombian drug cartel, but also 
the seemingly respectable 
bankers who are willing to turn

Homo Deus: A Brief History Of 
Tomorrow by Yuval Noah Harari

DR YUVAL Noah Harari has a PhD 
in history from the University of 
Oxford, and now lectures at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem.

IF YOU thought a story narrated 
from the afterlife was innovative, 
get a load of this: Ian McEwan's 
latest novel is told from the 
perspective of a third-trimester 
foetus in the throes of an existential 
crisis. The precocious womb-dweller 
has overheard mummy and uncle 
plotting to send his cuckolded 
father to the grave before he's even 
made it down the birth canal into a 
cradle. A wine buff with a penchant 
for podcasts, our not-yet-born 
narrator is as clever as the author, 
who spins this gripping yarn in his 
usual sublime prose, sprinkled with 
the blackest of comic relief. The in 
utero viewpoint sounds gimmicky, 
but it's deftly handled - in fact, 
at just shy of 200 pages, the only 
criticism one could level at this 
slender beauty is that it's over all 
too soon.

In reality, Jacob's grandfather is 
considering whether to take his 
own life instead of moving into 
the Jewish home, Julia has just 
discovered Jacob's 'other' phone 
with explicit text messages not 
meant for her, Jacob's oldest son, 
Sam, has been accused of writing 
offensive words at school, and the 
family pet, Argus, is on his last legs.

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Week will offer 
recycling help 


Gannett grant making a 
real difference to charity

A RE-EDUCATION on recycling will be 
offered through Cherwell District 
Council's Recycling Week 2016. 

Councillor Debbie Pickford, who 
leads Cherwell's Clean and Green 
Team, said: "Recycling Week 2016 is 
themed around 'the unusual 
suspects'. 

"It's a chance to shed light on items 
that often get forgotten about when 
people are sorting their waste, such 
as batteries, aerosols and smoke 
detectors." 

Events for recycling week will take 
place across Banbury, Bicester, and 
Kidlington, and begin September 12. 

The first was held at Sainsbury's in 
Kidlington yesterday, from 10am to 
1 pm. 

Tomorrow an event will be held at 
Banbury Market Place from 8.30am to 
1 pm, and the final event will be on 
Friday at Bicester Market Place from 
8.30am to 1pm. 

The district council said recycling 
compostable materials, like contents 
of brown food and garden waste, 
saves an average of £38 each year as 
compared to treating the green bin 
materials. 

Officials hope to "myth bust" 
common misconceptions about 
recycling to help residents 
understand better. 

Ms Pickford added: "By clearing up 
myths about what can and cannot go 
into recycling bins, we can make 
recycling easierfor our residents and 
cut back on what goes to be 
incinerated. 

"People are often uncertain about 
how clean things have to be for 
recycling and we will be offering 
guidelines on this too throughout 
recycling week."

A LITTLE help has gone a long 
way to let a mental health char¬ 
ity transport its members in 
South Oxfordshire. 

Good causes in the county are in¬ 
vited to apply for a slice of funding 
worth up to £10,000 each being given 
away by the Witney Gazette’s parent 
company Gannett Media. 

The grant scheme, run by the 
firm’s charity arm Gannett Founda¬ 
tion, is held annually to support the 
community and has helped secure 
the future for many smaller chari¬ 
ties since the late 1990s. 

Staff at Restore said its grant 
made a huge difference. 

In 2009 the mental health char¬ 
ity received a £15,000 grant from 
the foundation towards the cost of 
a new minibus at its base in Fleet 
Meadow, Didcot. The vehicle is still 
being used every day. 

The charity gives training and 
one-to-one help for clients, and 
staff say the minibus is a lifeline 
for those travelling to the centre in 
Sandringham Road. 


Restore’s acting head of fundrais¬ 
ing Fiona Young said: “The minibus 
does a huge number of miles. 

“Lots of people who come to Re¬ 
store in Didcot live out in the villag¬ 
es and don’t have their own trans¬ 
port or can’t drive, so they rely on 
the minibus to get them here. Peo¬ 
ple with moderate to severe mental 
health difficulties come here up to 
three times a week for as long as 
they need to. 


“Some have a fear of taxis or bus¬ 
es but they are happy to get in the 
minibus - it’s a lifeline.” 

Witney Gazette managing editor 
Sara Taylor said: “This is a great 
chance for charities across the 
county to apply for extra funding in 
what is a financially difficult time. 

“It is becoming increasingly hard 
for charities and community pro¬ 
jects to secure extra funding and I 
would hope many take advantage of

MIKE Ford was full or praise 
for new recruit George Jea¬ 
cock after the young striker 
netted on his Banbury United 
debut. 

The 18-year-old won the penalty 
which gave Banbury their first 
goal and then netted the second 
himself in the 2-2 Evo-Stik South¬ 
ern League Premier Division draw 
at Kettering Town.
